This Saturday, Oct. 21, marks 
the annual feast day of St. Caspar 
del Bufalo, founder of the Society 
of the Precious Blood, whose 
priests and brothers staff and 
teach - at - S aint^J oseph’s C o liege. 

St. Gaspar founded the Society 
in 1814, guiding its activities until 
his death in 1837. He Was 'beati- 
fied by the late Pf>pe\ Pius X in 
1904, and was canonized by the 
late Pope Pius in 1954. 

Precious Blood missionary work 
began in 1844 in the United States. 
The priests and brothers expand- 
ed westward from the east coast 
until now Houses of the v Com- 
munity are situated in Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana, and Califor- 
nia.

It is interesting to note that 
this is where . the adage comes 
from that, “You. can’t tell a hook 
by its SCOVER.”

Ralph Nelson’s ten-yard field 
goal early in the third quarter 
gave Butler’s freshmen a 3-0 win 
over Saint Joseph’s yearlings Mon- 
day afternoon on the Pumas’ grid- 
iron. 

The games closed the Puma 
Cubs’ season with a 1-2 record.
